S.ll.O. 1036. — In exercise of the powers conferred on me by clause 33 of the 
Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 1948, as delegated to me by the Textile Commis- 
sioner’s notification No. 9(4)-Tex. 1/49, dated the 8th October, 1949, I hereby direct 
as follows; — 

(1) The entry No. 11 in the Textile Commissioner’s notification No. 80-Tex. 
1/48 (1), dated the 2nd October, 1948 shall be deleted. 

(2) In relation to cotton waste blankets and durrles and during July 1951, and 
every subsequent month, paragraph (d) (il) of sub-clause (3) of clause 21 shall be 
modified and have eflect as follows: — 

(a) Subject to what is provided in Item (b) below cotton waste blankets and 

durrles shall be excluded in determining any quantity referred to In 
the said paragraph. 

(b) No producer having a spinning plant shall pack during July, 1951, and 

every subsequent month a quantity of cotton waste blankets intended 
for srle in India less than 50 per cent, of the total quantity of cotton 
waste blanket,: packed by him in that month.

S.R.O. 1037. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Supplies (Temporary Powers) Act. 1046 (XXIV of 1946), the Central Government 
hereby directs that the following further amendment shall be made In the Cotton 
Textiles (Control) Order, 1948, namely: — 

In the said Order for clause 30 the following shall be substituted, namely, — 

"30(1) No producer shall sell or deliver any cloth or yarn which has been 
produced by him except to such person or persons and subject to such conditions 
as the Textile Commissioner may specify; 

(2) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-clause (1), the Textile Commis- 
sioner may, with a view to securing a proper distribution of cloth or yarn or with a 
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view to securing compliance with this order, direct any manufacturer or dealer or 
any class o f manufacturers or dealers — 

(a) to sell to such person or persons such quantities of such description of 

cloth or yam as the Textile Commissioner may specify; 

(b) not to sell or deliver any cloth or yarn or cloth or yarn of a specified 

description except to such person or persons and subject to such condi- 
tions as the Textile Commissioner may specify; 

(3) The Textile Commissioner may issue such further instructions as he thinks 
flt in order to carry out the provisions of sub-clause (1) or any direction under sub- 
clause (2); 

(4) Every manufacturer or dealer, to whom a direction or instruction is issued 
under this clause, shall comply with any such direction or instruction.”
